Bedford County Council are organising their own rave 
event. On the 12th July 92 they cancelled Worship, 
which was due to take place in Bedford, right at the 
last minute. Now they realise they were wrong and that 
there is a demand for raves in this area. So what they 
did was to contact Claudine of Nontule Promotions - 
the original promoter of Worship - and offered her the 

postion of organising the event. Firstly they said 
they were aiming at around 300 people - wanking !!! 

Now it's been changed to 3000 people and Claudine has 
been given a budget to stage the event. The rave is 
due to take place at the Buniuon Centre, Bedford and we 
are told it may have a 10am license - thats if the 
council can get it.

Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone will never stage 
a rave again. This is due to Dave 'The Blag' 

Lambert who was the license holder for the 
venue. First he ruined the Rave World event 
by not telling the promoters that the council 
were unhappy with the flyer until the last 
minute. Which resulted in the event being posponed. Then on the 1/8/92 Phase 1 booked 
the hall with Dave Lambert. Dave then set up the sound system on the day for Phase 1 
and he placed some speakers on a balcony. This was due to the fact that Lambert had 
promised a second room for Phase 1, which he let them down on thus putting the speakers 
on the balcony. This idea of Lamberts was stupid, as opposite the balcony there is an 
old peoples home with 200 people fast asleep. Within 10 minutes of the event starting 
there was 16 complaints from local residents. By the time the problem had been sorted 
out - it was too late, the damage had been done. What a plonker - who in their right 
mind would set speakers up in this way.

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Dr S. Gachet has worked his way up over the 
years. He first used to be partners with 
PigBag - but then out shone him and moved 
onto better things. We caught up with the 
mystery man in his Audiomaize and we had to 
ask him ; 


How did you get your DJ name ? 

Well I wanted a name that once you hear it 
you never forget it. It is a french name, 
but alot of people forget to put the accent 
over the E. Many people think that I got the 
name from the painting Dr Gachet that was 

sold for £82 million, I didn't - Gachet 
means Trig of a Gun. Everyone kept saying to 
me I was too fast, so I thought Gachet fits. 
Basically everyone is calling themselves DJ 
that, DJ this & DJ whatever, it’s too boring 
so instead - DOCTOR!! I'am doctor of my field 
so I am Dr S Gachet the Vinocologist - I hit 
a different angle. 

So what is your real name ? 

Thats confiedential !!! 



What did you do before becoming a DJ ? 

When I first left school I became a qualified carpenter, 
qualified electrician and qualified aiarm engineer. Then 
became involved in music by way of having my own sound 
sytem.

So how long have you been a DJ ? 

Well on the rave scene I've been DJing about 5 years. I got 
made redundant and then decided to take it up seriously 3 & 
half years ago. I did also DJ things like Jazz/Funk. When I 
first started I also done my own MCing over chewns I spun. 

When did you get your first big break ? 

Basically some guy said to me & PigBag that a club on 
Bognor pier needed some security. So we went down there and 
took some records aswell. When there, we got hold of the 
promoter and said we where DJ's from London blah, blah, 
blag. So we said to him give us like half an hour each on 
the deks - we can do it - and we kept hammering him. He 
gave us a go and we done the business. That was it - we had 
our first real break. Promoters today don't care how good 
you are, it's your name that counts to draw the crowd, so 
it is hard to get your break. 

Do you ever knock jobs now ? 

No, if I've got a booking with a promoter for a time - I'm 
always there. 


Where's the best place you've ever played ? 

A Swing rave over in Reading. There's only about 2500 - 
3000 people, but the atmosphere is like 15000. When you say 
show respect and all that business it nearly knocks you 
over. It's the only place that I have ever played at that I 
shake. 

How many records do you take with you when your going to do 
a set at a rave ? 

I take around 250 - 300 records. This is because I don't 
want to play the same records as the DJ before me. So what 
I do, if I can I try to turn up an hour before to listen to 
what has been already played and then play different music 
so the ravers don't get fed up with the same old records. 
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Can yon see garage music. which is becoming lore noticably 
popular taking over total? ? 


UNDERGROUND 


I can't see garage taking over, because garage is like 
hardcore dance music, but the B.P.M. are a lot slower. If you 
listen to garage they are taking some of the same samples away 
from hardcore trax but slowing it down. Instead of 140 B.P.M. 
it might only be 90. I would say it is still the saie sort of 
music. 


What do you think of it up North ? 

I like it, I prefer playing out of London. I think the 
London crowd is spoilt and they don't appreciate the music 
DJ's as much.

How do you see the rave scene going ? 

People say that it's dying, I personaly don't believe it's 
dying, it's getting bigger and better because the music is 
progressing. Before it was like acid and there was selective 
people in that, it was too heavy for most of the people. Now 
it's turning into like hardcore dance music and Kiss FM, even 
though it is a commercial rave station, has helped the rave 
scene a hell of a lot because it's introduced a lot of new 
blood on the scene. 


What does the future hold for you ? 

Well I always want to carry on DJing. I also want to get into 
the record business, remixing peoples records and producing my 
own material. I want to DJ in America - I want to show them 
how it is done. Personaly I dont think the Americans can mix, 

I don't rate then.

Friday 4th September sees the second stage in a series of 
Mystical Events brought to you by Delirium + Rave In Peace. 

Part 1 took place on Friday 17th July & saw a thousand ravers 
from all over London, Essex & Kent descend on Brands Hatch for 
what promised to be the party of all parties. Unfortunately 
a confusion between the Essex Authorities A police led to the 
arrest of 2 members of the organisation. By the time the 
problem had been sorted out, the entire operation was 2 hours 
behind schedule. However the organisers were not deterred by 
this and were rushing around frantically with the generator 
and sound system on the back of a truck. 

By now hundreds of vehicles were converging on the various 
meeting points where they were directed over the Dartford 
Crossing into the heart of Kent. Due to the deiay A the 
secrecy of the venue; the sound system was not net on time A 
was waiting 400 yards from the site.
